np  HE  PALE  moon  shone  through  the  folding  doors  of  a  large,  old-fashioned 
I  living  room  in  a  house  in  Tennessee.  A  young  girl,  wearing  a  light 
summer  dress,  opened  the  doors  and  called  anxiously,  “Dick,  Dick.”  The 
room  was  silent.  She  stole  across  it.  nearer  and  nearer  to  the  sleeping  figure  of 
Dick,  whom  she  had  not  seen  for  nearly  two  years. 

This  was  only  one  point  of  interest  in  our  Senior  Play,  “Pals  First,”  which 
we,  as  Senior  B’s,  presented  in  the  Bloomfield  High  School  Auditorium  on  May  22 
and  23,  1931. 

In  addition  to  our  own  actors,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  having  Mr.  Crosby 
work  with  us.  He  took  the  part  of  Dominie,  one  of  the  pals.  This  was  the  first 
time  in  ten  years  that  Dix  had  taken  a  part  in  any  Senior  Play. 

The  plot  of  the  play  was  unusual  and  held  the  interest  of  the  audience  to 
the  very  end.  It  was  a  mixture  of  comedy  and  tragedy.  There  were  tense  mo¬ 
ments  and  some  very  hilarious  ones.  Much  of  the  humor  was  supplied  by  Louise 
Kusler,  as  Aunt  Caroline,  the  old  colored  maid.  The  scenes  between  Frances 
Blankley,  as  Aunt  Alicia,  and  Dix,  as  Dominie  were  little  less  than  a  riot.

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CLASS  HISTORY 


AFTER  our  graduation  from  Park  (irammar  School  on  Tuesday  evening, 
January  31,  1928,  we  entered  B.  H.  S.  112  strong. 

The  first  class  meeting  was  held  on  February  28  in  the  girls’  gym.  Mr. 
Stover  opened  the  meeting  and  we  proceeded  to  elect  our  class  officers.  Frank 
Beldowski  was  elected  President;  Raymond  Bliss,  Vice-President;  Fmagene  Earle, 
Secretary;  Norman  Cook,  Treasurer.  We  wisely  selected  Miss  Anne  Smith  as  our 
adviser. 

It  is  the  custom  of  each  class  to  draw  up  a  constitution.  That  was  our  first 
undertaking.  May  Pierson,  David  llart,  and  Aaron  Woletz  served  on  the  commit¬ 
tee.  The  class  accepted  the  articles  on  October  31,  1()28. 

In  the  sophomore  year  we  gave  our  Valentine  Dance,  on  February  14,  1929. 
The  girls’  gym  was  decorated  in  red  and  white.  Thrones  for  the  King  and  Queen 
of  Hearts  were  entwined  in  those  colors.  Bob  Miller  and  Jean  Sinclair  were  win¬ 
ners  of  the  |X)pularity  contest.  Each  wearing  a  crown  they  marched  to  their  re¬ 
spective  thrones.  They  were  presented  with  a  gift  by  Mr.  Mason,  who  kindly 
rendered  his  services. 

( >n  April  8,  9.  1929,  we  had  our  first  candy  sale. 

On  November  20,  we  sponsored  the  Mothers’  “get  acquainted”  party.  The 
program  was  successful.  Fmagene  Farle  and  May  Pierson  played  a  duet.  Frank 
Beldowski  rendered  a  violin  solo.  Several  girls  sang  a  selection.  Then  we  pro¬ 
duced  our  first  play,  taken  from  the  text  of  one-act  plays,  entitled,  “The  Diabolical 
Circle.”  The  story  centered  around  a  Quaker  romance.  Bertha  W  ronsky  was  a 
very  charming  leading  lady.  Refreshments  were  served  in  the  cafeteria. 

During  our  10A  year,  in  January,  1930,  we  gave  the  *'i iolden  Dragon”  dance 
in  the  girls’  gym.  Palms  and  Japanese  lanterns  added  extremely  to  the  yellow  and 
green  decorations.  It  was  a  pleasant  surprise  to  everyone  when  balloons  and 
streamers  floated  down  on  the  dancers.  Everyone  admitted  that  the  gymnasium 
changed  mystically  to  a  cabaret  for  two  hours  that  Friday  afternoon. 

Our  representatives  to  the  Student  Council  were  May  Pierson  and  Fred 
Cranse.  They  were  elected  in  February,  1930. 

In  order  to  make  our  Prom  bigger  and  better,  a  Theatre  Party  was  held 
on  November  21,  at  the  Royal.  The  picture,  “Old  English,”  starring  ( leorge  Arliss, 
was  an  attraction.  A  pet  profit  of  $34.87  was  realized. 

The  Prom,  held  on  December  26,  1930,  was  one  of  the  most  successful 
proms  the  Juniors  have  ever  presented.  Decorations  were  of  blue  and  gold.  The 
orchestra  was  attractively  surrounded  by  palms.  Miss  Smith  and  Miss  Terry  were 
chajierons.  ( iuests  included  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Salsbury,  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  E.  S. 
Stover,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haupin.  There  was  a  large  attendance  which  comprised 
many  alumni. 

( )itr  class  had  the  honor  of  being  first  to  have  the  school  seal  on  its  rings. 
The  Senior  Play,  “Pals  First”,  was  produced  on  May  22.  23,  1931. 

On  Friday,  November  20,  1931.  we  gave  our  last  class  dance  in  B.  H.  S. 
We  made  a  net  profit  of  $31. 

In  December,  1931,  the  class  sold  Christmas  Cards.  The  drive  was  worth 

while. 

Our  Class  Night  date  is  January  21,  our  graduation.  January  26,  1932. 
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
